Reese Webster Killed by Dy- 


namite

Blast on Highway 


Near Metcalf 
May 28 


Recce 
Webster 
road 
contractor 
and member of llic firm of Web 
ster Bros 
Kerby 
engaged 
in Hie 
construction of tlic 
Ciifton-Sprin- 
g- 
ervillo 
highway 
was 
aecidently 
killed 
last Friday afternoon while 
engaged in blasting rock on the new 
road at a point about seven 
miles 
north of Metcalf 
Mr Webster lived 
a few minutes 
following 
tho accident 
He 
was 
picked up by a fellow workman and 
carried to tho road camp where he 
died a few minutes later 
Death 
was caused 
by flying 
debris 
the 
body being hurled thru the air fai ¬ 
ling 
faco 
downward 
about 
56 feet 
from the point of tho explosion 
The accident occured 
on the road 
at 
a point 
known 
as station 
491 
north 
of 
Metcalf 
Tho 
only 
eye 
witness 
to tho tradegy was James 
H 
Kerby 
a member of the firm 
At the dinner table at noon Mr 
Webster urged 
those 
present 
to 
hurry through their dinner and gel 
out of the danger zone as ho had 
fourteen holes 
to shoot as soon as 
dinner 
was 
finished 
Accordingly 
as soon as their noon day meal was 
finished 
those at the tabic secreted 
themselves 
behind trees 
as 
Mr 
Webster started 
up 
the 
road 
in 
company 
with 
an assistant 
named 
Vasiiez 
to shoot tho holes 
Mr 
Webster proceeded 
to the furthest 
point on the road 
where tho last 
shots had been placed 
and Mr Vas 
quez 
stopped 
at tho 
holes nearest 
the camp 
Fourteen shots were to 
have been fired 
After shooting 
his 
holes at the furthest point 
and evi ¬ 
dently under the impression 
that 
the lower 
holes had all been fired 
Mr Webster started back down tho 
road 
and 
had reached 
tho 
point 
where 
the 
lower 
holes 
had 
been 
fired 
He 
slopped 
a moment 
in 
view of Mr Kerby and called out 
Alright boys 
lets 
go to 
work 
He evidently at thai moment was 
standing directly 
over a hole that 
had not as yet been 
exploded 
As 
Mr Kerby and Mr Keene 
who were 
standing behind 
the 
samo 
tree 
emerged 
from their place of safety 
and within a few seconds after Mr 
Webster had 
called 
Alright 
the 
last explosion 
occurred 
Mr Web 
sters body was hurled into the air 
with 
flying 
debris 
and 
fell a dis 
tance 
of fifty five feet 
from 
the 
scene of the explosion 
Those who witnessed 
the accident 
hurried to the scene and found Mr 
Websters 
body 
lying 
face 
down ¬ 
ward 
in a pile 
or rocks 
Ho was 
unconscious 
but his pulse was fee 
bly beating when the body was be 
ing conveyed 
to tho camp but died 
a few minutes later
